P. A. Browa, Eeq. has pubfisned an ad loess 
whieh he delivered before a scien:ific associ. 
ation in this city, upon the necessity and feast. 
bility of a plan for taking a geological survey 
of this State. The plan proposed is to divide 
the State into 26 Sections, and to employ 
mineralogists to examine with the minutest 
care the various portions, retuen specimens 
to their employers, and aid in forming « cubi- 
net of specimens for each County, aad ove 
for the State. A Man is also to be the remit of 
these minute surveys—it is calculated that the 
survey upon the plan propose! will occupy 
about five years—and the wages of the em- 
ployed will be 3,009 dollars per annum, mak- 
ing the first item of cost 15,000 dollars 

Of the very great advantages that would re- 
sult to the public from such a wirvey there ap- 
pears no doubt—all approve the plan—that 
we have gentlemen able and wiiling to carry 
the plan into effect is also certain, but we fear 
that the means for compensating them for their 
great labour aul deprivation will not be eas ly 
commanded, a° lcast the amount will not soon 
be raised fron inlividualy—brt if it is of pudlic 
utility, why should not the pulhe, that is the 
state, bear a portion of the expense. 











SUNDAY, A SABBATH. 

We have before us at this moment afi ac- 
eount of the Sundsy Schools in Albany in 
New York—by which, we perceive, that thir- 
teen of those valuable institutions exist in that 
city, and two or three in its imme.liate vicini- 
ty, giving instruetion to nearly two thousand 
children, With the general uses of Sunday 
Schools almost al! our readers are acquainted, 
and very few have been found to oppose the 
furmation of those seminaries of early piety. 
We have enjoyed opportunities of witnessing 
the effects of Sabbath instruction upon chil- 
dren of both sexea, and almost all ages, and 
can, of course, bear testimony to their value. 
—We will not attempt to offer a single argu- 
ment in favour of a mere observance of the 
Sabbath, upon scriptural, or religious groun ts, 
because those who are sensible to robgious 
impressions are never unwilling to enter upon 
Sabbath exercises—but our opinions are, 
(perhaps they may be traced rather to the 
impression derived from religious instruction 
than from any abstract deduetions of reason, ) 
that the Sabbath, considered asa «lay of rest, 
and cessation trom seculur duties, m most va- 
luable in a moral and palitical point of view.— 
If there was no relaxation from tac attention 
which bus ness commands, those whose stute 
in life. requires a devetion to employment, 
would become weary cf their voc tien and of 
the unceasing round of labours and care, and 
would relax their exertions; or else they 
sould, by continual apphestons, tiud the'r 
t elings indurated, and their appetite for so 
cial enjoyment so destroyed, th.t they would, 
ry taste ant heb ts, cease to furm one of the 
social compact, and become insolated an:! lost 
There is a mistaken idea cherished! emong the
